Experience  Tells.  A  certain  amount  of  numismatic  knowledge  can  be  gleaned  from 
books,  but  it  is  the  continued  handling  of  hundreds  and  thousands  of  coins,  tokens  and  medals 
that  counts.  We  believe  that  we  have  more  total  experience  than  any  other  firm  in  the  numis¬ 
matic  world.  Mrs.  Cahn,  now  over  eighty  and  still  coming  to  the  office  every  day,  has  been 
a  professional  numismatist  in  Germany  and  England  for  over  thirty-seven  years.  Col. 
Kozolubski  was  a  collector  for  forty  years  and  has  been  a  professional  numismatist  for  over 
ten  years.  Peter  Seaby  has  been  in  the  company  over  twenty-five  years.  Mr.  Hine  has  had 
nearly  sixteen  years’  experience  of  handling  medals  and  decorations.  Alan  Ra>Tier  and 
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Laurence  Brown  both  collected  coins  for  a  number  of  years  before  they  joined  the  company  in 
1948.  Frank  Purvey  has  been  with  us  since  1950. 

Other  staff  have  rather  fewer  years’  experience  except  for  our  managing  director,  H.  A. 
Seaby,  who  has  been  a  dealer  for  nearly  44  years  and  was  a  collector  before  that,  so  he  has  been 
handling  coins  of  all  kinds  for  over  50  years. 

Disappointments.  We  are  always  sorry  if  we  cannot  supply  a  coin  or  medal  ordered. 
Usually  we  only  have  a  single  specimen  of  the  pieces  listed  in  the  Bulletin  and  this  may  already 
have  been  ordered  by  telephone,  telegram  or  by  post.  Sometimes  we  may  get  half-a-dozen 
orders  for  the  same  piece  in  the  same  post. 

Even  if  you  have  been  unlucky  two  or  three  times,  please  don’t  give  up  in  despair.  You 
are  bound  to  be  successful  in  getting  what  you  want  in  time:  not  everything  sells  at  once — 
some  coins  do  not  sell  at  all!  To  look  at  the  matter  philosophically,  if  one  could  get  whatever 
one  wanted,  with  finance  the  only  limiting  factor,  half  the  joy  of  collecting  would  be  lost. 

Delays.  It  is  our  aim  to  give  a  quick  and  efficient  service  and  we  like  to  answer  all  letters 
within  a  day  or  so  of  receipt.  We  would  ask  our  clients  to  be  indulgent,  however,  if  they  do 
not  always  get  a  reply  by  return.  Though  we  now  have  a  staff  of  twenty-seven,  which  we 
k  believe  is  more  than  any  other  numismatist  in  Europe,  there  are  times  when  we  are  just  not 
*  able  to  cope  with  our  correspondence  expeditiously.  If  we  can  obtain  additional  premises  we 
hope  in  time  to  take  on  further  staff  which  will  curtail  delays  in  answering  correspondence. 

On  days  after  the  Bulletin  has  been  despatched  we  usually  have  two  or  three  hundred  letters 
per  day  and  in  December  and  January  this  number  can  be  doubled.  In  point  of  fact  we  are 
not  able  to  get  them  all  opened  and  distributed  to  the  staff  who  have  to  deal  with  them  on  the 
day  they  are  received.  They  are,  however,  dealt  with  in  the  order  they  are  opened,  and  as 
quickly  as  possible.  There  is  another  cause  for  delay;  some  letters  have  to  be  dealt  with  in 
turn  by  two,  three,  four,  or  more  of  our  staff  before  an  order  can  be  completed  or  all  the 
enquiries  answered. 

Special  Instructions.  We  would  be  grateful  if  clients  who  have  special  instructions 
regarding  the  invoicing  or  despatch  of  coins  would  repeat  them  with  each  order,  as  wt  may 
otherwise  fail  to  comply  with  them. 

Index  for  1962  Bulletin.  This  was  printed  and  fastened  in  the  centre  of  the  December 
Bulletin,  just  the  same  as  in  Dec.  1961.  We  mention  this  again  as  last  year  numerous  readers 
wrote  to  us  and  said  they  had  not  received  an  index.

A  BOX  OF  COUNTERS. 

By  R.  N.  P.  Hawkins. 

I  give  below  the  description  of  a  recently  acquired  small  metal  box  (similar  to 
those  in  which  used  to  be  sold  pen  nibs  or  pills)  specifically  marked  as  being  made  to 
I  contain  counters ;  and  particulars  of  the  counters  that  I  found  in  it. 

Of  the  known  miniature  counters  imitating  coins  of  Victoria,  only  a  fev/  are 
represented;  those  of  Edward  VII  form  a  more  or  less  complete  set,  and  as  usual 
have  their  reverses  based  on  those  of  Victoria.  I  cannot  recollect  having  seen  any 
with  the  proper  Edward  VII  reverses,  and  I  tentatively  assume  that  Messrs.  Lauer 
prepared  the  “  1902  ”  counters  for  sale  at  the  time  of  the  coronation  of  Edward  VII 
and  thenceforth  ceased  manufacture  of  the  series  (before  the  coinage  of  the  new 
reign  had  commenced  to  be  issued).  The  metal  box  and  (original  scale  of)  contents 
can  perhaps  be  dated  to  1902;  though  by  the  date  on  the  £5  note  it  seems  possible 
that  the  box  was  designed  originally  for  the  1887  Jubilee  or  even  earlier  (such  boxes 
would  have  held  appropriately  earlier  counters). 

Description  of  metal  box  of  counters. 

Oblong  brassed  steel  box  with  rounded  edges,  the  lower  part  tongued  to  hinged  lid,  opened 
by  slight  pressure  on  front  of  box.  Overall  dimensions  approx.  x  If  X  iV  inches.  In 
the  base,  viewed  from  the  inside  a  slightly  raised  tableau  of  two  medieval  metal  workers 
wearing  cowls,  turning  a  screw  press,  all  placed  on  a  perspective  tablet  base.  In  a  rectangular 
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recess,  occupying  most  of  the  lid,  is  affixed  a  facsimile  on  paper  (37.5  x  12  mm.)  of  a  Bank  of 
England  five  pound  note  dated  8  Septr  1882,  signed  P.  May  Chief  Cashier,  with  serial  number 
311146  superimposed  on  the  script  “  I  Promise  ”  and  again  on  “  Demand  in  the  centre 
foot  of  the  note  appears  in  a  rectangular  frame  the  word  “  counters  ”.

THE  FIND.

Leaving  the  office  a  little  earlier  than  usual,  John  Simpson  wished  his  colleagues 
a  Merry  Christmas  and  hastened  away  to  join  in  the  feverish  round  of  last-minute 
shopping.  Working  quickly  through  the  list  which  he  and  his  wife  had  carefully 
prepared  the  previous  evening,  it  now  remained  for  him  to  make  his  final  purchase. 
In  spite  of  his  having  enjoyed  every  minute  of  this  mad  merry-go-round,  it  was 
with  some  feeling  of  relief  that  he  entered  the  store  in  order  to  buy  the  small  wind-up 
toy  which  had  so  fascinated  his  small  son  some  days  previously.  The  girl  placed  the 
neatly  wrapped  parcel  on  the  counter  and,  as  she  gave  him  his  change,  he  noticed 
three  shining  new  pennies.  Thinking  of  their  usual  custom  of  including  an  apple. 
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an  orange  and  a  new  penny  in  each  of  the  children’s  stockings,  he  separated  them 
from  his  change  and  slipped  them  into  his  breast  pocket. 

Thinking  no  more  of  this  he  made  his  way  home,  quietly  let  himself  into  the 
house  in  order  to  avoid  the  attention  of  all-too  inquisitive  eyes,  hid  his  purchases, 
and  then  joined  his  wife  and  two  children.  Later,  when  the  youngsters  were  in  bed, 
he  brought  out  the  parcels,  gave  them  to  his  wife,  and  then  remembering  the  new 
pennies  he  pulled  them  from  his  pocket  to  show  to  her.  She  smiled  at  his  thought¬ 
fulness,  for  though  the  practice  was  now  firmly  established,  and  indeed  looked 
forward  to  by  the  children,  it  was  something  she  had  completely  forgotten  in  the 
busy  days  of  preparation.  She  took  the  pennies  from  John,  examined  them 
approvingly,  “Aren’t  they  lovely  and  bright.  Why  there’s  not  a  mark  on  them.” 
Her  admiration  was  brought  to  a  sudden  halt,  a  puzzled  look  crossed  her  face, 
“  Why  John,”  she  said,  “  isn’t  it  strange,  one  of  them  is  dated  1963.”  “  No  dear. 
I’m  sure  you’re  mistaken,”  said  John,  reaching  out  to  examine  them  himself.  To 
his  amazement  it  was  true,  for  two  of  them  were  of  1962  date,  and  the  third  un- 
mistakeably  1963.  Now  John  was  no  expert  in  such  matters,  but  he  had  a  certain 
tingling  of  excitement  for  he  had  often  read  that  collectors  were  keen  to  buy  such 
curiosities  as  this.  He  and  his  wife  handed  it  to  and  fro  for  several  minutes,  expressing 
their  constant  amazement,  and  speculating  as  to  how  this  oddity  had  come  into 
being.  After  some  discussion  John  said  that  he  would  take  it  along  to  the  club,  as 
he  had  to  call  there  that  night  to  collect  his  modest  order  of  wines  for  the  festive 
season.  He  knew  that  in  the  club  one  could  find  expert  opinions,  or  at  least  opinions 
delivered  with  . a  convincing  air  of  authority,  on  any  subject  from  grass  skirts  to 
ships  in  bottles. 

Once  in  the  club,  John,  who  was  of  an  extremely  modest  nature,  felt  some 
reluctance  to  bring  up  the  subject  of  the  penny,  yet  his  excitement  was  such  that 
he  had  difficulty  in  containing  it.  However,  finding  himself  in  his  usual  corner  with 
his  particular  circle  of  friends,  he  did  at  last,  though  with  some  hesitation,  pull  out 
the  penny.  “  I  got  this  penny  in  some  change  to-day,  what  do  you  make  of  it 
Charlie  ?  ”  Charlie  took  it  from  him  and  peered  at  it,  “  It  looks  the  same  as  any  new 
penny  to  me,”  said  Charlie.  “  Yes,”  said  John,  “  but  have  you  noticed  the  date  ?  ” 
“  By  God,  you’re  right,”  said  Charlie,  “  it’s  a  mistake.  I’ll  bet  it’s  worth  a  bob  or 
two.”  The  others  examined  it  and  confirmed  Charlie’s  opinion.  Others  were  called 
over  to  examine  John’s  find,  and  the  bright  new  penny  became  the  centre  of  interest 
for  some  time.  Whilst  opinions  were  being  freely  given,  the  voice  of  Alf  Newton 
raised  itself  above  all  others,  for  Alf,  in  Alf’s  opinion,  was  knowledgeable  in  all 
matters.  Not  that  he  voiced  his  innermost  feelings,  which  were  tainted  with  an 
element  of  “  Buy  it  for  a  tanner  and  sell  it  for  a  bob,”  but  he  had  seen  possibilities 
here.

That’s  worth  a  lot,  1711  it  is,  and  you  can  read  the  date  as  plain  as  anything 
now  that  I’ve  polished  it  up  with  the  wife’s  Brasso.  Great  find  that,  got  it  from  a 
junk  shop 'for  fifteen  bob,  and  the  funny  thing  was  that  the  chap  at  the  shop  must 
have  thought  he  was  asking  too  much  at  a  quid,  and  knocked  five  bob  olf  when  I 
hesitated.”  Alf’s  laugh  rang  loudly  through  the  club  and  John  shifted  uneasily  at 
the  attention  which  this  drew.  “  Now  look  here,”  went  on  Alf,  “  to  a  collector  like 
me  a  coin  like  that  means  an  awful  lot.  It  puts  me  into  a  different  class  altogether 
when  I  can  pull  out  a  piece  of  that  nature.  I’ll  tell  you  what,  and  I  want  to  be  fair 
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with  you,  I  know  you’ve  got  a  wife  and  two  kids,  what  about  selling  it  to  me  for  ten 
bob  ?  ”  John’s  embarrassment  increased  and  he  said  nothing.  “  I’ll  tell  you  what,” 
said  Alf,  “  It’s  Christmas  and  all  that.  I’ll  make  it  a  pound.  Come  on,  have  a  drink 
with  me  and  celebrate  a  deal.”  John  was  quite  overw'helmed  by  Alf’s  persistence, 
for  such  bargaining  as  this  was  not  in  his  nature,  and  more  to  get  away  than  anything, 
he  took  the  pound  which  Alf  thrust  tov/ards  him,  quickly  took  his  drink,  collected 
his  Christmas  order  and  hurried  off  home. 

His  wife  was  waiting  for  him,  and  John  told  her  the  events  of  the  evening.  She 
heard  of  the  sale,  smiled  and  said,  “  Well  that’s  the  easiest  pound  you  ever  earned! 
And  anyway,  we’ve  still  got  the  other  two  pennies  for  the  children’s  stockings.” 

Meanwhile,  Alf  was  carefully  considering  his  plan  for  the  big  coup.  He  had 
heard  that  there  were  coin  dealers  in  the  city,  and  he  had  but  to  wait  until  they 
opened  after  the  holiday  in  order  to  arrange  for  the  deal.

THE  CAPE  OF  GOOD  HOPE  GOVERNMENT 
“CARTOON-MONEY”  ISSUES.

After  the  British  re-occupied  the  Cape  in  1806,  they  allowed  the  old  rixdollar 
currency  of  the  Batavian  Republic  to  continue.  This  currency  consisted  of  cards 
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of  the  foUow^ing  denominations, 
letter :

In  subsequent  issues  these  denominations  and  their  denomination-letters  were 
retained. 


With  the  exception  of  the  earhest  issues,  which  still  showed  the  Batavian 
Republic’s  Hon  rampant  round  stamp,  all  cards  of  1  rixdollar  upwards  had  a  black, 
circular  Britannia  die-stamp  in  their  upper  centre.  Notes  below  1  rixdollar  did  not 
feature  this  stamp.  In  this  stamp  Britannia  was  portrayed  bareheaded  and  seated, 
armed  with  a  trident,  in  her  left  hand  holding  an  olive  branch.  Between  the  outer 
two  circles  of  this  stamp  was  stated  the  denomination  of  the  note,  as  well  as  the  year 
of  authority,  this  being  mostly  1808,  but  in  some  cases  1810.  The  denomination 
was  additionally  printed  twice  or  three  times  on  the  cards,  both  in  numerals  as  well 
as  in  letters,  once  right  at  the  top,  once  at  the  bottom  and  sometimes  once  across  the 
middle  of  the  cards.  Below  the  Britannia  stamp  appeared  the  wording  “  Cape  of 
Good  Hope  ”  and  the  date  of  issue.  In  the  centre  of  the  notes  were  the  hand¬ 
written  signatures  of  three  high  Government  officials,  without  which  signatures  the 
cards  were  invalid.  It  is  understood,  that  as  a  security  measure  different  officials 
w’ere  appointed  for  the  signing  of  different  denominations.  All  notes  were  hand- 
numbered,  once  in  the  upper  and  once  in  the  lower  centre  of  the  notes.  The 
denomination-letter  was  found  in  front  of  the  upper  number.  The  back  of  these 
cards  showed  a  crude,  coloured  ornamental  design,  the  denomination  in  numerals 
featured  in  a  diamond  in  the  centre  of  this  design.  These  cards  were  easy  to  forge, 
and  consequently,  many  forgeries  appeared  and  had  to  be  coped  with. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  these  cards  became  quickly  dirty  and  unfit  for  circulation, 
they  had  to  be  withdrawn,  destroyed  and  replaced  at  an  average  of  five  times  per 
year  over  the  period  1806  to  1824.  Also  additional  amounts  of  this  card-money  were 
periodically  put  into  circulation  for  the  financing  of  various  projects.  The  destruction 
by  burning  of  the  unserviceable  notes  and  the  replacement  of  these  by  new  ones 
was  carried  out  under  strictest  supervision  at  the  Castle  in  Cape  Town. 

This  so-called  “  cartoon-money  ”  depreciated  rapidly  in  value,  principally 
through  over-issue.  In  1806  the  rixdollar  was  worth  forty  pence  English  currency, 
but  in  1824  its  value  was  merely  eighteen  pence.  It  was  then  decided  to  introduce 
British  currency  in  the  Cape,  but  between  1828  and  1831  two  interim  rixdollars 
issues  were  made  on  thin  paper,  one  with  a  circular  red  stamp  in  the  middle  of  the 
notes  stating  the  denomination  as  w'eU  as  “  Cape  of  Good  Hope,”  the  other  having 
an  oblong  stamp. 

In  1831  the  Government  sterling  notes  were  authorised,  but  only  in  March, 
1841,  was  the  exchange  of  the  old  rixdollar  for  the  new  sterling  completed. 

WHY  COINS?

Why  do  you  collect  coins  ?  This  is  a  question  frequently  asked  of  me.  Many 
times  the  most  innocuous-appearing  question  can  produce  a  great  deal  of  thought 
and  bewilderment. 
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But  why  do  we — you — I — collect  coins  or  numismatic  items  ?  How  would  you 
answer  a  person  innocent  of  our  hobby  ?  You  cannot  say  for  investment  purposes, 
because,  if  this  is  so,  you  are  not  a  hobbyist.  Surely  we  don’t  do  it  because  we  are 
all  historians,  or  architects,  or  economists  or  art  lovers  or  geographers  or  linguists. 

But  before  we  plead  ?iolo  contendere^  let’s  face  facts — we  are  coin  collectors  due 
to  at  least  a  few  of  the  above  items.  If  we  weren’t  when  we  started  collecting,  we 
are  now.  Before  we  have  many  coins,  we  learn  the  language  and  numbering 
systems,  appreciate  the  art,  learn  of  the  historical  significance  of  the  person  or  place 
on  the  coin,  locate  the  nation  on  a  map,  and  delve  into  the  economic  factors  con¬ 
cerning  its  metal  or  circumstance  of  issue. 

Of  course  there  are  the  same  satisfactions  and  rewards  in  coin  collecting  as  any 
other  collecting  interest  or  hobby.  We  have  our  displays,  friendships,  club  meetings, 
the  satisfaction  of  completing  sets  and  goals,  the  pursuit  of  those  elusive,  hard-to-get 
pieces.  But  to  a  dyed-in-the-wool  collector,  we  think  our  hard  coins  beat  fragile 
stamps,  rolling  rolls  of  coins  better  than  rolling  a  bowling  ball,  an  evening  working  | 
on  our  coins  more  worth-while  than  bridge  or  poker  or  bingo.  A  flavour  peculiar 
to  coin  collecting  permeates  our  being,  and  while  we  may  respect  another’s  interests, 
we  know  in  our  hearts  we’ve  made  the  right  hobby  choice. 

As  the  hours  slip  quietly  away  as  we  are  lost  in  concentration  and  contemplation 
of  our  coins,  we  answer  many  times  over,  though  perhaps  unconsciously,  the 
question,  “  Why  do  you  collect  coins  ?  ”

SOME  NOTES  ON  THE  SERVICE  MEDALS  FOR 
CAMPAIGNS  AND  EXPEDITIONS  IN  AFRICA.

Notes  on  the  Campaigns  in  the  Central  and  Northern  Sections  of  the  African 
Continent  having  appeared  previously  in  the  Bulletin  it  only  remains  to  add  a  few 
notes  for  the  Southern  Section. 

Generally  when  one  talks  of  wars  in  South  Africa  the  hearer  thinks  only  of  the 
Boer  War  of  1899-1902,  or  if  the  plural  “  wars  ”  was  noticed,  of  the  Zulu  War  of 
1879  also.  During  the  Nineteenth  Century  British  forces  have  been  engaged  in  at 
least  a  dozen  wars  in  South  Africa.  Medals  were  not  given  for  all  these,  and  a  very 
good  proportion  of  the  troops  employed  were  Volunteers  and  Local  Forces — records 
for  these  troops  are  not  available,  for  the  most  part,  in  London.  ( 

So  far  as  the  medals  awarded  are  concerned  one  might  say  that  only  three 
different  medals  were  given  during  the  whole  period — the  first  being  the  British 
medal  for  south  Africa  dated  1853,  and  the  variant  of  this  medal,  with  shield  and 
assegais  in  the  exergue  in  place  of  the  date  1853,  which  was  given  with  and  without 
bars  for  the  1877-8-9  Campaigns.  The  second  was  given  by  the  British  South  Africa 
Company,  under  the  authority  of  Queen  Victoria,  and  had  four  varieties — matabele- 
LAND  1893,  RHODESIA  1896,  MASHONAi.AND  1897  and  the  Pioneer  Medal  with  a  clear 
field  on  the  reverse.  This  last  variety  was  not  issued  until  1927,  to  survivors  of  the 
Pioneer  March  of  1890,  but  must  be  included  as  in  many  ways  it  is  the  most 
interesting  of  the  four  varieties. 

The  Government  of  the  Cape  issued  a  medal  in  1900  with  three  bars  to  cover 
operations  in  Basutoland  1880-1881,  transkei  1880-1881  and  bechuanaland 
1896-1897.  The  operations  were  conducted  by  local  forces  and  unfortunately  rolls 
are  not  to  be  seen  in  London. 
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The  first  medal  for  the  South  African  Wars  was  sanctioned  in  1854  to  cover  the 
Kaffir  Wars  of  1834-35,  1846-47  and  1850-53.  So  far  as  the  First  and  Second 
Kaffir  Wars  were  concerned  the  medal  was  for  survivors  only.  All  the  medals  bear 
the  date  1853  in  the  exergue  and  have  no  bars,  so  without  reference  to  the  rolls  it 
camiot  definitely  be  said  lor  which  campaign  a  medal  was  issued  when  some  regi¬ 
ments  took  part  in  more  than  one  operation. 

First  Kaffir  War. 


In  1834-1835  the  regiments  engaged  were  the  27th  (1st  Bn.  Royal  Inniskilling 
Fusiliers),  72nd  (1st  Bn.  The  Seaforth  Highlanders)  and  the  75th  (1st  Bn.  The 
Gordon  Highlanders),  with  the  colonial  regiment  of  Cape  Mounted  Rifles  and  a 
number  of  Burgher  Detachments.

One  officer  of  the  Staff  was  present  during  all  three  wars — 1834-5,  1846-7  and 

1850-53. 


Of  other  Ranks — the  medal  for  one  of  the  Royal  Engineers  was  issued  in  1911 
for  the  service  in  the  1834  Campaign  (this  is  the  only  reference  to  the  Corps  in  the 
Rolls).  Of  the  27th  Regiment  five  are  recorded  as  having  served  in  both  the  1834-5 
and  1846-47  Wars.  One  of  the  91st  Highlanders  was  present  in  1835  and  a  man  of 
the  75th  Highlanders  served  in  1846,  having  transferred  to  the  6th  Regiment. 


Second  Kaffir  War. 


The  War  of  1846-1847  was  fought  against  the  Gaika  Kaffirs  under  Chief  Sandilli 
and  called  for  more  troops  than  the  first  war.  After  this  war  Sir  Harry  Smith  was 
appointed  Governor  of  the  Colony,  and  the  town  of  Ladysmith  (which  was  to  figure 
so  vividly  in  the  war  of  1899-1902)  was  named  after  the  Governor’s  wife. 

The  Regiments  engaged  were  the  7th  Dragoon  Guards,  the  Royal  Artillery,  the 
Royal  Engineers,  6th  Regt.  (The  Royal  Warwickshire  Regt.),  27th  (for  the  second 
time),  45th  (1st  Bn.  Notts  and  Derby  Regiment),  73rd  (2nd  Bn.  The  Royal  High¬ 
landers),  90th  (2nd  Bn.  The  Scottish  Rifles),  91st  (1st  Bn.  Argyll  &  Sutherland 
Highlanders),  1st  Bn.  Rifle  Brigade  and  the  Cape  Mounted  Rifles. 

There  is  no  record  of  an  issue  of  medals  to  either  the  Royal  Artillery,  the  Royal 
Engineers,  the  45th  Regiment  or  the  Cape  Mounted  Rifles  for  this  Campaign.  Of

The  Third  Kaffir  War,  1850-1853,  was  a  somewhat  larger  affair  still  and  did  not 
finish  until  the  Chiefs  Sandilli  and  Macombo  and  the  Gaika  people  surrendered  in 
March,  1853.

The  Royal  Artillery  and  Royal  Engineers  were  present  but  the 
rolls  contain  no  lists,  and  although  the  45th  Regiment  is  mentioned  in  the  reference 


books  again  there  is  no  record.

It  will  be  appreciated  that  men  of  some  regiments  were  present  in  more  than  one 
war,  the  rough  figures  are: 

6th  Regiment — 16  men  in  1845/6  and  1850/3  wars. 

73rd  Regiment — 22  men  had  been  in  the  1845  operations,  the  1st  Bn.  Rifle 
Brigade  had  118  veterans  from  1846  and  the  91st  Regiment  had  4  men 
entitled  to  the  medal  for  two  wars. 

Although  the  Cape  Mounted  Rifles  are  shown  in  the  reference  books  as  present 
in  more  than  one  campaign  the  roll  shows  that  medals  were  issued  only  for  the 
1850-1853  war,  one  man  is  however  credited  with  service  in  1846  when  he  was  with 
the  73rd  Regiment. 

A  private  of  the  6th  Regt.  deserted  in  1854 — his  medal  was  returned  and 
RENAMED  for  a  Trooper  of  the  7th  Dragoon  Guards,  whose  medal  was  replaced  at 
public  expense.

In  my  specimen  of  this  piece,  the  pen¬ 
ultimate  letter  in  the  word  “  ascendunt  ”  in  the  motto  surrounding  the  coat  of  arms  is  clearly 
an  M. 

D.  &  H.  does  not  mention  this,  and  in  the  text  the  word  is  spelt  correctly,  although  in  the 
accompanying  illustration,  the  letter  looks  like  a  reverse-barred  “  N.” 

Perhaps  some  of  your  readers  could  tell  me  whether  this  is  a  hitherto  unpublished  variety, 
or  whether  all  strikings  contain  the  error  ? — A.  H.  Paine.

Bristol  Harold  II  Coin  Unearthed.  A  silver  penny  of  Harold  II,  last  of  the  Saxon 
Kings  of  England,  has  been  found  during  excavations  on  the  site  of  the  bombed  St.  Mary-le- 
Port  Church,  Bristol. 

Though  corroded,  the  coin  has  been  identified  by  Mr.  R.  H.  M.  Dolley,  the  British  Musetim 
expert  on  Saxon  coins,  who  attributes  it  to  the  Bristol  Mint. — Financial  Times,  3\st  October, 
1962. 

Postscript: 

Pieces  from  an  11th  century  iron  smelting  furnace  have  been  discovered  which  are  the 
earliest  evidence  yet  found  dating  the  start  of  Bristol  as  an  industrial  city. 

Amateur  and  professional  archaeologists  working  near  the  St.  Mary-le-Port  Church  have 
made  the  finds. 

Today  they  worked  in  a  downpour  as  they  dug  and  sifted  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  P.  A. 
Rahgz,  w’ho  is  in  charge  of  excavations  for  Bristol  Museum. 

Also  giving  a  hand  were  boys  and  girls  from  Henbury  Secondary  Modem  School  with 
their  senior  history  master  Mr.  A.  Rollings. 

The  archaeologists  are  concentrating  partly  on  cleaning  up  a  piece  of  12th  century  wall 
which  throughout  had  divided  the  church  land  from  St.  Mary-le-Port  Street.  The  wall  will 
then  be  photographed  and  removed. 
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The  iron  smelting  probably  dates  from  the  11th  century  making  it  early  Norman  or  late 
Saxon,  said  Mr.  Rahgz.  “  It  is  in  the  same  layer  as  the  silver  coin  of  Harold  dated  1066.”

Treasure  Detecting  in  Monmouthshire.  A  number  of  old  gold  coins  have  been 
found  at  a  farm  in  Monmouth  area  but  for  the  moment  the  location  is  not  being  disclosed  as 
potential  treasure  seekers  might  go  there.  The  National  Museum  of  Wales  propose  carrying 
out  a  mine  detector  examination  of  the  site  to  ensure  that  no  other  coins  are  there. 

In  August  two  coins  were  found  by  1 1 -year-old  Ann  Morgan,  of  Wonastow,  who  happened 
to  go  to  the  farm  with  her  father.  She  mislaid  one  but  took  the  other  to  her  teacher  at 
Monmouth  Secondary  Modern  School,  where  she  is  a  pupil.  Ann  was  advised  to  forward  it 
to  the  National  Museum  of  Wales  for  further  examination. 

A  later  search  was  made  by  her  father  and  the  farmer  and  they  came  across  six  more  coins 
at  the  farm. 

Dr.  H.  Savory,  of  the  National  Museum  of  Wales,  states  that  only  a  superficial  search  has 
been  made  of  the  farm  and  it  is  thought  other  coins  may  be  there. 

The  seven  coins  that  had  been  examined  dated  from  the  latter  part  of  the  reigns  of  King 
Edward  IV  and  Henry  VH,  and  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  There  was  also 
one  Portugese  Crusado  of  John  HI,  1521-1527. 

The  other  coins  were  mostly  angels.  They  had  not  been  able  to  date  them  precisely. 

Dr.  Savory  says  that  the  coins  were  not  particularly  rare  and  he  estimated  their  value  at 
between  £100  and  3CI5O.  Further  advice  was  needed  about  the  Portugese  coin. 

An  inquest  to  determine  whether  the  coins  are  treasure  trove  is  being  deferred  until  the 
National  Museum  of  Wales  have  completed  their  search  at  the  farm. — Hereford  Times,  2nd 
November,  1962. 

Ballaney  Treasure  Trove.  Coins  of  the  reign  of  King  David  H  and  King  Robert  II 
of  Scotland,  and  minted  between  1357  and  1390,  unearthed  at  Balleney  in  August  were  the 
subject  of  an  inquest  in  Banbridge  on  Monday  last.  Evidence  was  given  as  to  how  these 
coins  were  found  by  James  Brown  of  Rathfriland,  after  a  trench  had  been  blasted  for  the  laying 
of  a  pipe  line. 

Later  investigation  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Seaby,  Director  of  the  Ulster  Museum,  proved  the  hoard 
to  be  30  silver  Scottish  groats. 

A  spokesman  for  the  Ministry  of  Finance  said  the  find  was  of  importance  and  would 
possibly  be  retained  by  the  Crown  for  exhibition  purposes.  He  added  that  it  was  the  practice 
of  the  Ministry  to  award  the  finder  the  full  antiquarian  value.  James  Brown  may  one  day 
find  himself  rather  better  off  than  he  expected. 

The  coroner  held  that  the  coins  were  treasure  trove  and  thanked  Mr.  Seaby  for  his  valuable 
investigation. — Ulster  Star,  3rd  Novetnber,  1962. 

Kilmaine  Gold  Find.  While  Westport  waits  with  bated  breathe  for  confirmation  of  the 
belief  that  the  area  is  rich  in  mineral  content,  a  Kilmaine  man  has  unearthed  a  miniature 
“  bonanza  ”  in  the  most  unlikely  place  imaginable — a  thatched  roof.  While  working  on  the 
roof  of  the  dwelling  house  in  Ballymartin,  Kilmaine,  on  Thursday  last,  Luke  Tully  found  a 
tin  box  containing  35  gold  sovereigns,  and  along  side  it  a  sword,  with  a  gold-plated  handle. — 
Mayo  News,  21th  October,  1962.

17th,  1962,  was  devoted  to  exhibitions  and  short  papers: 
R.  A.  G.  Carson  read  a  paper  on  behalf  of  Dr.  J.  P.  C. 
Kent  on  “  A  Chester  Unite  of  Charles.”  S.  Lucas  gave 
a  few  notes  on  the  minting  of  Greek  coins  and  Dr.  J. 
Walker  gave  a  short  paper  on  the  celebrated  200  mohur 
piece  of  the  Moghul  emperor  Shah  Jahan,  illustrated  by 
an  electrotype. 

Bath  and  Bristol  Num.  Soc.  (Bristol  branch). 
At  the  November  meeting  L.  V.  Grinnell  spoke  on 
“  The  Bar  arid  Ingot  Currencies  of  Prehistoric  and 
Primitive  Peoples.” 

The  lecturer  began  by  quoting  Thomas  Carlyle’s 
vivid  account  of  the  change  from  barter  to  currency,  in 
his  Sartor  Resartus.  He  then  critically  reviewed  the 
relationship,  if  any,  between  prehistoric  European 
cattle-currencies  and  their  possible  metallic  successors, 
such  as  the  so-called  “  ox-hide  ”  copper  ingots  of  the 
late  2nd  millennium  b.c.  of  Cypriot  origin,  and  the 
bronze  ingots  bearing  {inter  alia)  figures  of  an  ox,  known 
as  Aes  Signatim,  of  the  Roman  Republican  period.  He 


went  on  to  discuss  the  iron  obeliskoi  of  Sparta  and  Argos, 
the  Spitzbarren  of  the  Mediterranean;  and  the  iron 
currency-bars  of  Britain,  and  critically  analysed  the 
validity  of  their  claims  to  have  served  as  currency.  He 
concluded  by  describing  the  metal  bar  and  ingot 
currencies  of  West  Africa,  which  while  technically  open 
to  similar  objections  as  satisfactory  media  of  exchange, 
have  unquestionably  served  as  currency  in  the  recent 
past. 

The  Dunelm  (Peterlee)  Num.  Soc.  This  Society 
has  now  successfully  completed  its  first  year  of  existence. 

Fairly  well  attended  meetings  which  have  been  held 
each  month,  have  created  great  interest  and  promise. 

Finances  have  improved,  due  to  a  sale  of  coins, 
members’  subscriptions,  and  a  sale  of  antiques  collected 
by  the  members. 

The  first  library  acquisition,  “  Peck’s  catalogue  of 
copper  coins  etc.,”  has  been  purchased,  and  the  year 
ended  showing  a  reasonable  credit.  At  the  September 
meeting  the  Chairman  gave  a  warm  welcome  to  Miss 
Stella  Rutherford,  an  antique  dealer,  who  gave  a  most

Hayes  (Middx.)  &  District  Coin  Club.  At  the 
93rd  meeting  held  in  October  1962  at  the  Yeading  Lane 
library,  Hayes,  two  interesting  talks  were  given  by 
Robert  Hyde  and  Dr.  J.  Lavertine. 

Mr.  Hyde  commenced  and  selected  for  his  subject 
“  English  shillings  ”  from  the  testoon  of  Henry  VII 
to  the  present  shillings  of  Elizabeth  II. 

Among  the  many  types  and  issues  that  were  shown 
by  the  speaker,  three  in  particular,  were  of  especial  note, 
these  were  the  testoon  of  Henry  VIH  with  the  inscrip¬ 
tion  of  HIB  HIB.,  instead  of  hib  rex;  little  more  than  a 
dozen  of  this  type  are  said  to  e:dst.  Secondly,  a  George  I 
shilling  of  1721  without  symbols  between  the  shields, 
it  is  thought  that  not  more  than  twenty  of  these  coins 
are  known  today  and  lastly  the  George  II  Lima  shilling 
of  1746  which  is  very  rare. 

Dr.  J.  Lavertine  then  gave  the  second  talk,  which 
was: — “  Standard  weights  in  English  coinage.” 

Starting  with  the  issue  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  gold 
thrysma  circa  a.d.  670;  Dr.  Lavertine  went  on  to  give 
an  outline  of  coinage  throughout  the  centuries,  the  value 
ratio  of  gold  and  silver  which  fluctuated  from  reign  to 
reign,  due  in  some  measure  to  trade  with  the  Continent, 
also  the  increasing  and  decreasing  of  weight  and  the 
purity  of  gold  and  silver  coins. 

Dr.  Lavertine  concluded  his  scholarly  talk  by  bringing 
his  subject  right  up  to  dare  with  the  mention  of  the 
substitution  of  cupro-nickel  for  silver  in  our  present 
coins.

Kent  Num.  Soc.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Society  held 
within  the  Museum,  Maidstone,  on  October  12th,  a 
paper  was  read  by  J.  P.  C.  Kent,  Esq.,  Ph.D.,  B.A., 
F.S.A.,  F.R.N.S.,  of  the  Coin  and  Medal  Dept,  of  the 
British  Museum.  The  paper  was  illustrated  by  lantern 
slides,  and  dealt  with  “  Coining  Machinery  of  the  16th 
and  17th  centuries.” 

As  an  introduction  to  the  subject.  Dr.  Kent  spoke 
briefly  of  various  hammer  techniques,  including  that  of 
striking  from  square-headed  dies  with  pegs  fitted  into 
sockets  to  keep  the  die  axis  in  proper  alignment.  The 
Romans  had  used  “  pincer  ”  dies,  in  the  time  of 
Justinian  and  Constantine,  and  this  might  be  regarded 
as  the  first  “  machinery  ”  used.  The  dies  replaced  the 
normal  jaws  of  the  pincers,  and  with  the  flan  between, 
the  upper  was  struck  some  10  or  12  times  with  a  2  lb. 
hammer.  The  obvious  disadvantage  was  that  when  a 
die  cracked  or  wore  out  the  whole  instrument  had  to  be 
replaced,  and  so  the  method  fell  into  disuse. 

Through  mediaeval  times  the  pile  and  trussel  method 
continued  in  use.  The  pile,  with  obverse  die,  being 
driven  into  a  block  of  wood  by  a  spiked  end.  The  reverse 
die  was  overlaid,  and  struck  several  times  with  a  hammer. 
.Accordingly  double  struck  specimens  are  common. 

It  was  the  larger  coins  of  the  late  15th  century  which 
caused  a  change  of  methods  to  be  necessary.  Apart  from 
the  greater  difficulty  in  striking  a  large  coin  hke  a  thaler, 
a  thin  sliver  of  metal  pared  from  its  edge  provided  the 
clipper  with  a  larger  profit  and  was  less  noticable  on  the 
original.  As  usual,  Leonardo  da  Vinci  had  an  answer 
for  it.  In  1500  he  described  a  machine  which  is  illus¬ 
trated  in  a  book  published  in  Venice  in  1530,  where  the 
machine  had  been  in  use  for  over  two  years. 

In  his  own  words  da  Vinci  describes  the  process: — 
”  All  coins  which  do  not  have  the  rim  complete  are  not 
to  be  accepted  as  good;  and  to  secure  the  perfection  of 
their  rims  it  is  requisite  that  in  the  first  place  all  the 
coins  should  be  a  perfect  circle,  and  to  this  end  a  coin 
must  before  all  be  made  perfect  in  weight,  and  size  and 
thickness,  all  drawn  through  the  same  gauge  so  as  to 
come  out  in  strips.  And  out  of  these  strips  you  will 


starnp  the  coins,  quite  round,  as  sieves  are  made  for 
sorting  chestnuts.  .  .  .  This  cuts  the  coins  perfectly 
round  and  of  the  exact  thickness  and  weight  .  .  .  and 
the  coins  are  very  superior.” 

Beyond  South  Germany  and  Italy  (the  most  mechani¬ 
cally  advanced  areas)  the  ideas  spread  but  slowly.  Power 
was  needed  to  drive  machinery  and  the  only  sources 
were  water-power,  or  the  muscle  power  of  either  men 
or  horses.  By  1540  in  South  Germany,  great  machines 
operated  by  wheels  30-40  ft.  in  diameter  were  in  use  in 
mining  the  metal.  They  were  used  to  pump  water  out 
of,  and  air  into,  the  mine  shafts;  to  crush  ore;  raise  and 
lower  the  miners  and  the  loads  of  ore;  and  indeed  in 
almost  every  branch  of  metallurgy. 

By  1564  the  Tyrolean  Mint  at  Hall,  employed  rollers 
with  as  many  dies  as  could  be  engraved  around  the 
circumference,  the  metal  strip  being  fed  through 
between  them.  The  machine  was  not  unlike  a  mangle, 
with  meshed  gears  and  screws  to  adjust  the  pressure, 
fabricated  from  wood. 

At  Segovia,  in  1583,  mill  machinery  was  installed  by 
workmen  of  the  Archduke  of  Austria,  which  rolled  the 
strip,  gauged  it,  impressed  the  designs  on  it,  and  finally 
stamped  out  the  coins.  Obviously  synchronisation  was 
the  difficulty,  but  the  apparatus  became  known  as  “  The 
Machine  ”  (Ingenio),  and  it  was  fully  100  years  before 
the  Spaniards  could  replace  it.  A  mint  machine  has 
survived  in  Potosi  in  Peru  which  was  driven  by  gangs  of 
Indians  working  at  a  treadmill  the  power  being  delivered 
to  the  floor  above  through  a  great  toothed  wooden  wheel. 

Meanwhile  in  Elizabethan  England,  mints  were 
experimenting  with  the  vertical  screw  press.  Nearly  a 
century  later  Briot  introduced  the  sway  press,  sections 
of  rollers  rocked  over  each  other,  the  flan  being  intro¬ 
duced  between  them.  This  was  a  variant  of  the  German 
“  taschenwerk,”  but  no  English  documentation  of  the 
system  is  known.  Briot  cut  his  flans  of  oval  shape  from 
rods  of  metal.  The  rocking  rollers  tended  to  make  the 
finished  coin  oval  in  shape,  and  the  oval  flan  inserted 
along  its  shorter  diameter  produced  a  circular  coin. 
Many  of  the  coins  so  made  were  bowed  instead  of  flat, 
some  even  having  an  S-bend.  This  feature  has  some¬ 
times  been  regarded  as  a  fault  in  specimens  but  it  would 
seem  that  it  should  be  taken  as  a  mark  of  genuine  Briot 
work. 

Gradually,  however,  the  screw  press  prevailed  because 
it  was  simpler  and  possibly  speedier.  It  remained  in  use 
until  the  application  of  steam  power  to  minting  in  the 
1790’s.  Other  methods  were  rarely  used,  but  mention 
may  be  made  of  a  Russian  machine  employing  trip 
hammers  operated  by  a  sort  of  guillotine  mechanism. 
Horse  driven  trip  hammers  were  used  also  in  Sweden 
for  a  short  period. 

Examples  of  Briot  coins  showing  the  characteristic 
bowing  and  nipping  of  the  flan  (where  it  entered  the 
rollers)  were  exhibited  from  the  collection  of  Mr.  J.  F. 
H.  Checkley,  who  also  moved  the  Vote  of  Thanks  to 
Dr,  Kent. 

London  Num.  Club.  At  the  October  meeting 
C.  Hailing  spoke  on  a  subject  which  he  has  made  his  own 
amongst  members  of  the  London  Numismatic  Club, 
namely  German  coins.  His  talk  was  restricted  to  issues 
1700-1871,  being  a  continuation  of  talks  given  previously 
on  the  earlier  coinages  of  Germany.  Germany’s 
fortunes  during  this  period  passed  through  a  series  of 
political  and  territorial  changes  and  the  coinage  was 
most  prolific.  The  historical  background  was  most  ably 
outlined  so  that  the  coins  appeared  not  only  as  numis¬ 
matic  pieces  but  as  individual  pieces  of  history  in  them¬ 
selves.  Designs  varied  considerably  during  the  170 
years  covered  due  to  the  vagaries  of  fashion  from  the 
highly  ornate  to  the  later  more  simple  types.  During  the 
first  half  of  the  18th  century  the  double  thaler  of  Joseph 
I  is  particularly  notable  for  its  huge  and  intricate  wig 
which  is  more  elaborately  rendered  than  any  other  part 
of  the  design.  Wigs  contracted  in  size  as  the  century 
wore  on  and  the  influence  of  Classicism  was  felt 
strongly  and  reflected  in  dress  and  hair  styles.  Some  of 
the  many  coins  displayed  were  indeed  the  heavy  weights 
of  their  class  e.g.  the  thaler  of  Charles  VT  which  weighs 
884  grains,  four  grains  heavier  than  the  Joseph  I 
specimen.  Difficulties  of  the  series  may  be  seen  in  the 
issues  of  families  such  as  the  Reuss’s.  The  family  split 
into  several  branches  but  Heinrich  was  the  favourite 
Christian  name  in  all  branches.  The  ruling  Heinrichs 
were  seldom  consecutive  in  any  branch,  e.g.  in  the 
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Lobcnstein  branch  Heinrich  X  was  followed  by 
Heinrich  III,  followed  by  Heinrichs  XV,  II,  XXXV, 
LIV,  and  so  on.  This  confusion  was  reduced  shortly 
before  1800  when  the  Elder  line  adopted  the  system  of 
numbering  their  Heinrichs  1  to  100  and  then  beginning 
again,  the  Younger  line  began  numbering  afresh  with 
the  first  male  born  in  each  century.  Chronograms,  i.e. 
coins  where  the  date  is  hidden  in  the  legend  and  arrived 
at  by  converting  the  letters  which  are  also  Roman 
numerals  into  Arabic  numerals  to  arrive  at  the  date  of 
issue  are  also  a  feature  of  the  series. 

Perhaps  the  most  beautiful  of  this  series  are  the  ecclesi¬ 
astical  issues  which  have  a  simplicity  of  design  and 
appeal  which  is  most  attractive  when  compared  to  the 
fiorid  crowded  pieces  of  some  issuers.  The  Sede  Vacante 
thalers  are  particularly  pleasing,  issued  when  the  seat 
was  vacant,  they  often  have  views  of  cathedrals  and 
heraldic  shields  beautifully  arranged  and  engraved. 
The  early  18th  century  coins  are  pieces  to  be  studied  on 
their  individual  merits  to  note  the  amount  of  careful 
detail  that  has  gone  into  making  them  whereas  one  tends 
just  to  glance  at  the  later  issues  and  pass  them  by  since 
they  cannot  hold  the  interest  to  the  same  extent. 

The  November  meeting  was  devoted  to  a  talk  by 
.A.  J.  Minchin  on  Roman  portraits  on  coins,  more 
specifically  as  illustrated  on  the  denarius.  His  talk  was 
illustrated  by  a  magnificent  series  of  slides  based  on 


his  own  specimens.  Commencing  with  Caesar,  who  is 
acknowledged  as  the  first  living  person  to  appear  on  the 
Roman  coinage,  the  portraits  of  successive  masters  and 
aspirants  to  the  Roman  Empire  were  seen.  It  was  most 
interesting  to  see  age  creeping  over  the  features  of  the 
Emperors,  or  at  least  of  those  who  were  able  to  last  long 
enough,  and  how  accurate  the  portraits  were.  Members 
of  the  Imperial  Family  also  took  their  places  in  the 
portrait  gallery  some  looking  remarkably  kind  and 
benign  that  at  times  one  doubted  the  horrible  tales  told 
of  some  of  them  by  the  contemporary  historians. 
Character  obviously  comes  out  in  many  of  the  portraits 
particularly  Emperors  such  as  Gdba,  Vespasian, 
Trajan,  etc.,  one  can  see  that  their  soldiers’  careers  had 
left  their  mark  on  them.  Enigmas  of  history  sometimes 
have  their  only  answer  in  coins  such  as  Orbiana,  known 
only  from  her  coins,  and  now  thought  to  have  been  the 
wife  of  Severus  Alexander  from  this  numismatic 
evidence.  The  excellent  portraits  of  some  Emperors  who 
passed  in  faster  succession  than  others,  as  Balbinus, 
Pupienus,  etc.,  are  always  a  source  of  interest.  Mr. 
Minchin  took  his  survey  of  portraiture  down  to  the 
reign  of  Philip  I  since  it  was  during  this  reign  that 
1000  years  of  Rome  was  celebrated.  Having  seen  such  a 
galaxy  of  slides  Mr.  Minchin  then  produced  the  actual 
coins  for  inspection  which  was  an  occasion  to  be 
remembered  since  it  is  not  often  that  such  a  fine  selection 
may  be  seen  and  handled  in  such  convivial  circumstances.
